Root, of the 
Missouri College of Agriculture, 
The 
condition of the yeast used in bread 
making is more important than the 
kind of yeast, 
lf yeast is allowed to 
stand in a dusty place or is put into 
an unsterilized vessel, it will collect 
bacteria and Hie bread will have a 
sour, unpleasant taste. 
Alt utensils 
and liquids should be scalded before 
using. 
Yeasts are small plants which need 
air. Flour, therefore, should be added 
slowly and beaten 
into 
the 
liquid 
thoroughly to incorporate air. 
Sugar 
is food for the yeast plant /rid if given 
lo it w ill hasten its growth. 
lf dough Is too stiff, a harsh, crum­ 
bly bread results.

her body. She must receive feed to 
keep her milk production up to ca­ 
pacity. If a cow loses weight while in 
milk, she is 
not 
receiving sufficient 
food. A good cow*, if nol fed enough. 
will produce milk for a* time at the 
expense of lier body*; that is, she will 
take the surplus flesh from her body 
and convert it into milk and thereby* 
will lose live weight. 
On the other 
hand, when a cow is overfed she will 
begin to fatten in a short time. This 
condition may be corrected by giving 
her only* the amount she needs for 
maintenance 
and 
milk 
production. 
Such feeding will maintain practical­ 
ly a uniform weight. 
Roughness is

consideration in the feeding of cows. 
A cow is not 
contented 
unless her 
stomach is full.

was serious, but with God’s help German security was 
complete. 
“The western front stands. Not only does it stand, 
but in spite of the Rumanian campaign, it is fitted out 
•with more men and material than formerly. Precautions 
have been taken against all Italian diversions, and while 
on the Somme and the Carso the drum fire responded as 
the Russians launched troops against the eastern frontier 
of Transylvania, Field Marshal Von Hindenburg captured 
the whole of Western Wallachia and Bucharest, leading 
with genius the troops in competition with all the allies, 
and made possible what was considered impossible. And 
Hindenburg does not rest. Military operations progress. 
By strokes of the sword firm foundations for our eco­ 
nomic needs have been laid. Great stocks of grain and 
other goods fell into our hands. In spite of scarcity, we 
could have lived on our own supplies, but now our safety 
is beyond question. 
“To these great events on land heroic deeds are added 
by our submarines. The spectre of famine, which our 
enemies intended to appear before us, now pursues them 
without mercy.” 


British Officials Won’t Discuss Proposal. 
London, Dec. 12.—The foreign office today informed 
the Associated Press it would be unable to discuss the Ger-

under the infernal fire of modern ar­ 
tillery were exaggerated. Dr. G. Du­ 
mas, who lins treated all the cases of 
mental trouble in one of the French 
at lilies, says that his data, covering; 
the first ton months 
of 
1913 agrees 
with the reports 
of 
German doctor* 
concerning madness 
among combat­ 
ants. 
Ile finds the cases of insanity 
caused directly or indirectly by the 
war in France arc 
quite 
as few in 
proportion as those in Germany, and 
offers the figures 
as 
a refutation of 
t*he theory of German specialists that 
the Teutonic race is showing greater 
nervous resistance than the Igitin. 
Dr. Dumas* -report 
covers

cases of derangement, of which only 
■IL per cent were cases o' general 
paralysis, while in most 
asylums in 
time of peace the proportion is 13 per 
cent.

“The National league was in a bad 
way financially many years ago,” said 
Prey fuss, “and I saw: that unless I 
financed the Boston and Philadelphia 
clubs the circuit would go to smash 
and my Pittsburgh franchise would be 
rendered worthless. 
I put up $350,000 
in cash to keep Boston and Philadel­ 
phia on the map. 
I got control of 
those clubs, placing the late William 
H. Locke in Philadelphia 
and 
the 
Doveys in Boston. 
The late John T 
Brush induced me to take over the 
Phillies when that club failed to pa\ 
the players’ salaries. 
Helped Other Clubs. 
“As soon as the National league re 
gained some of the old prosperity I 
sold the Bostons and Phillies in ordei 
to wipe out syndicate baseball. I have 
been identified 
with 
the 
National 
league since 1892, and in that time I 
have helped every club in the circuit 
either with loans or players. 
That is 
why I feel deeply grieved over the 
treatm ent I have 
recently 
received, 
particularly in the case of Player Sis­ 
ter, who was taken away from me by 
an unfair decision by Chairman H err­ 
mann, of the National commission.” 
Dreyfuss, according to his fellow 
m agnates, has made more than $1,- 
000,000 out of National league baseball 
in Pittsburgh. 
They declare that he 
has no fault to find with his lot. W ith­ 
in the past fe>v days 
Drey fuss 
has 
been asked to name his price for the 
Pirates. 
It is said th at he will accept 
not less than $1,500,000 for the fran­ 
chise, players and Forbes Field. These 
figures are regarded as prohibitive.

VALUE OF CONCRETE ROAD 


Engineer Compares It With Other 
Types of Highways and Shows Its 
Many Advantages. 


“A concrete road will tend to pull 
any community out of the/ mud an i 
■Hay out,” according to A. N. Johnson, 
highway engineer, who for a number 
of years was connected with the office 
of public roads, United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 
In speaking on the subject of con­ 
crete roads, their construction and 
value to a community, he said; 
“Clean, hard, well graded sand and 
pebbles or crushed stone, mixed with 
cement and w ater to form a muss of 
quaky or jellylike consistency, even­ 
tually hardens into stque. 
When such 
a m ixture is laid so that slabs Id feet 
wide by from 30 to 50 feet long are 
formed, you have a pavement with u 
durable, non-skid surface making pos­ 
sible higher truffle speed with large 
loads drawn by fewer horses or less 
tractive power-Va road open to traffic 
365 days in the year—briefly, a con­ 
crete roud. 
“Successful concrete road construc­ 
tion requires, first, proper preparation 
of a foundation or subgrade. 
This 
means compacting the soil where the 
concrete is to be laid aud providing 
drainage so that water will not remuln 
binder the concrete slubs. 
Upon the 
vproperly prepared foundation concrete 
is placed in one or two layers or 
courses. 
Thta means that some con­ 
crete roads are built after w hat Is 
known as the one-course construction. 
“The first consists of a relatively rich 
concrete mixture throughout; the sec­ 
ond of a somewhat leaner mixture for 
a base, with a richer top or wearing 
course applied before the concrete in 
the base has commenced to harden. 
Usually where the slabs forming a con­ 
crete road are greater than IC feet 
wide, or where the roads must cross 
low, frequently wet and hence poorly 
drained spots, re-enforcing in the form 
pf mesh fabric is embedded in the con­ 
crete while plaelhg. 
This assists to 
prevent the slabs from cracking, either 
gs the result of settlement of the foun­ 
dation or from the heaving due to frost 
kctiop 
High wearing quality of the con­ 
crete road results from using prop­ 
erly graded, clean, hard sand and 
crushed rock or pebbles. These must 
be combined with cement and w ater in 
proper proportions. Cement makes a 
firm binder. It holds the sand or brok­ 
en stone so tightly together that mod­ 
ern traffic produces but little wear on 
the surface and cannot dislodge , the 
particles. 
“Concrete roads cost in the neigh­ 
borhood of $15,000 per mile to build. 
When built the cost of keeping them 
In repair, owing to the permanence 
of concrete, is an average of only $50 
per mile.

‘‘Reduced to an average basis and 
distributed over a period of 20 years 
under a $1,500,000 bond issue, tile av­ 
erage cost of a concrete road to a 
farm er living on land valued at $30.63 
per acre is 8% cents per acl e per year. 
This estim ate is based upon proposed 
concrete road construction in Vermilion 
county, Illinois, and Vermilion county 
has just accepted bids for 141 mites of 
concrete highway.

With the advent of the bacterial 
fount that is run on milk in lavger 
cities of the country, and the careful 
inspection of dairies by state officials 
more attention is being paid to the 
care of milk in all phases of its pro­ 
duction. 
Although the bacterial count is not 
practical for the product of the aver­ 
age farm er the principles of sanita­ 
tion can be applied by him, almost as 
easily as by the small dairyman. Wash­ 
ing the udder and teats of the cow 
and drying them each time with a 
clean cloth before milking is one of 
the simplest, and yet most important 
steps. 
Reliable dairymen have said it is 
impossible for clean milk to be pro­ 
duced if the milker works with wet 
hands.

A ddress to the Central States C onfer­ 
ence of Rail and W a t e r T r a n s ­ 
portation — E v a n s v ille 
i6 the City. 


Evansville, Iud., Dec. 13.—The Ad* 
' amson law was discussed 
from the 
standpoint of 
the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railway Trainmen 
today 
by W. G. 
Dee, president of the brotherhood, in 
an address to the Central States Con­ 
ference on Rail and W ater Transpor- 
taton. Mr. Lee told the now familiar 
story of the clash between the rail­ 
roads and their employers over more 
wages or shorter hours, which ended 
in the passage 
by 
congress 
of the 
Adamson law, after President Wilson 
had personally taken a hand in the 
efforts at settlem ent when attem pts 
to arbitrate had failed. 
“When the Adamson 
law 
was en­ 
acted, 
Mr. Lee then said, “it was ac­ 
cepted as a 
satisfactory adjustment 
b> the four railroad organizations in­ 
terested. The law, which in its intent 
covered precisely the final demands 
of the men, is agreeable to a great 
m ajority of them. 
“We believe the 
men 
were fully 
justified in making their original de­ 
mands. The hazards and responsibili­ 
ties of railway 
service 
require that 
every transportation 
employe be at 
his best, which is out of the question 
if he is compelled to work unreason­ 
ably long hours. Eight hours is long 
enough for any man 
to 
be 
under 
physical and mental high tension. 
“The shorter workday means men 
thoroughly rested and 
keenly awake 
to the demands of their occupation; 
long hours mean dull 
sense 
with a 
certainty of extra hazard that accom­ 
panies physical 
and 
mental exhaus­ 
tion. The railroads for the most part 
bear witness to this statement when 
in 
their 
employment 
requirements 
they fix the age imit that bars an ap­ 
plicant for transportation service em­ 
ployment if he has reached the age of 
35 in some occupations and as low as 
21 in certain 
others, 
presumably on 
the ground thai the man at tile high­ 
er age has worked himself out, and 
to employ a fireman or brakeman af­ 
ter he has reached the ages between 
22 and 28 will be a waste of time for 
the reason that the .service demands 
will bear him down and put him out 
before he ean be promoted M 
In closing Mr. Lee took issue with I 
a proposition lie said had been made 
by President Wilson 
to 
adopt w hat 
Mr. Lee said was something like the 
Canadian act and 
was 
in disfavor 
with employes of the Dominion. 
“I do not agree 
that 
it 
is either 
necessary or just 
to 
hold 
an em­ 
ploye,” said Mr. Lee, “in any service 
against his will. To do so means en­ 
forced service, which is 
slavery 
in 
the strictest sense. 
We hold to the 
right to work or to quit, as w*e decide 
will be for our best interests, believ­ 
ing that our 
welfare, 
decently ex­ 
pressed and fairly 
insisted 
upon, is 
our first concern, and 
while it may 
inconvenience the public if the men 
quit in a body, we maintain it should 
be purely within our 
right 
first to 
protect our own interests. 
The Na­ 
tional Association of M anufacturers 
expressed 
itself in 
regard to these 
questions 
when it said: ‘It 
is 
the 
right of the employe to leave his em­ 
ployment 
when he sees 
fit, and it is 
the right 
of the employe 
to discharge 
any employe when he sees fit.’ 
“We are not without hope that the 
common sense of the 
railroad inter­ 
ests can agree on some form of ad­ 
justment that will 
work 
out fairly 
well and protect 
the 
interests 
of 
both sides of the question. 
It is cer­ 
tain that the present method bas out­ 
lived its usefulness. 
Both sides are 
suspicious of the 
results 
of arbitra 
tion and are not in favor of continu 
ing the present plan. 
But 
they will 
have to agree on something that will, 
In some degree, appease public de­ 
mand that strikes must not occur on 
railroads, or some one will do it for 
them, and most likely in a way they 
will not like. 
“The right of 
the 
government to 
take over the railroads under stress 
of military necessity is one Die em­ 
ployes will not question as long as it 
holds strictly to that proposition. We 
believe that 
authority 
now 
exists 
but if, for making it quite clear, fin 
ther legislation 
is 
necessary, there 
w ill not be objections 
to 
it on Die 
part of employes generally.’

Evansville, Ind.. Dec. lo.—In an ad­ 
dress before the Central States Con­ 
ference on Rail and Water Transporta­ 
tion here this morning, on whether 
regulation ut the traffic pays. Clifford 
Thorne, chairman of the board of rail­ 
way commissioners of Iowa, pointed 
out some of the problems presented 
by tile developments of the last half 
century. Ile spoke particularly on the 
application of steam and electricity to 
manufacture and distribution of the 
necessaries and luxuries of life and 
said it had revolutionized human in­ 
dustry. 
“At this juncture,” Mr. Thorn** con­ 
tinued, “it is well for us to consider 
what regulation has accomplished in 
those fields from which reliable infor­ 
mation can be* secured, for regulation 
is now on trial iii the United States. 
The principal achievements of regula­ 
tion may be thus summarized: 
“Rebates'itave been almost abolish­ 
ed: I he abuse of the pass system has 
been largely eliminated: discrimina­ 
tion between Shippers at 
the 
same 
point has been almost wholly remov­ 
ed: safety and comfort of the public 
and of railway employes are better 
cared for, mostly due to voluntary ac­ 
tion 
of the railroad companies; the 
mileage of American railways has al­ 
most doubled, the capital stock has 
increased faster than the* milage and 
dividends have* increased faster than 
either, all under public regulation. 
“As to service, the 
regulation 
of 
the railroads has not yet been suffi­ 
ciently active, but this is partly due 
to the fact that there has been con­ 
flict of interest as to prices, the rail­ 
road- being willing to give any ser­ 
vice jot which the public is w illing to 
pay. 
As to control of capitalization 
the federal government 
has 
accom­ 
plished nothing, but some of the states 
have made substantial progress. 
“There is an ebb and flow in the 
earnings of the railroads. 
The fiscal 
years of 1907, 1910, 1913 and th** year 
just closing were all of remarkable 
prosperity. 
The European war max 
serve to keep earnings on a high plane 
ta i’ a time, but, should the war end, 
that, coupled with 
tendencies 
thor­ 
oughly established, would cause a pe­ 
riod of great depression, and falling 
off of net revenues will probably be 
greater than 
during any 
previous 
year.” 
Mr. Thorne took up the detects of 
the present methods of regulation and 
said: 
“There is too much business tor ihe 
Intel-late commerce commission to at­ 
tend lo. There should be regional sub- 
coirWitListons, with provisions for ap­ 
peal, in proper cases to the main com­ 
mission. M he shipper should have the 
same right of court review of tlie de­ 
cision of the commission as the rail­ 
road hits. 
Where there is a conflict 
ifi ra -*s established by state authority 
and those made by the commission the 
mat o r should be determined 
by 
a 
hird *Yirty, either the Courts or a spe­ 
cial tribunal. 
The interstate commis­ 
tion 
hould be given greater power 
over security issues, to prevent fraud, 
and greater power over distribution 
>f cars, to lessen the evils of shortage. 
The commission should also be given 
greater authority over roadbeds and 
equipments of the railroads 
for the 
safety of the public aud employes.”
